The Fall of SebastoRol Celebrated-- 


Cathedral Dedicated in 


Sydney. 


The governor of New Zealand cele-

' have to employ about thirty additional

I the work as soon as possible and we 
shall have to send to the Coast for 
some machinery. 


"How long it will take us to complete 


the work is something that we cannot 
say, fpr it depends entirely on what 
success We have at the outset. 


"It hns been suggested that we might 


use oirfor the purpose of keeping down 
the surf -Where it breaks along the end 
of the present work, but I do not be- 
lieve myself that that would do much 
good. OH is only useful where It is 
desired to keep seas from breaking over 
a vessel. Along shores where the surf 
is coming in I do not believe that oil 
would do any good. Besides the surf 
does not bother greatly and I do not be- 
lieve that we shall find that it will in- 
terfere with the work." 


It Is several months since any work 


has been done on the outfall. 
The 


former contractors were so long about 
completing it that the Government took 
the contract away from them and ad- 
vertlsciLfdr new bids. Twice this was 
done bujfe'none of the bids was satisfac- 
tory and besides there was a* lack of 
funds in the Treasury. 


So It was decided to take the matter 


into the hands of the Government and 
complete it by day labor. 


The outfall is a work of considerable 


magnitude and has already cost the 
Government a large amount of money.

THE GREAT STRIKE 


OF COAL MINERS 


Over 125,000 Strikers Now Out 


and Coercion Being 


Used. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 19—President 


Mitchell of the United Mine Workers, aft- 
er getting partial reports at Hazelton from 
his lieutenants this morning, made the 
unofficial statement that about 126,000 of 
the 141,000 mine workers In the anthracite 
folds are idle today 
All of the strike 
leaders say they are confident that every 
mine will be tied up before the end of 
the week and production of coal will be 
at a standstill. 
| Marching, the form of persuasion or co- 
ercion used by the Hazglton strikers in 
,1S37, began In earnest early this morning 
in the Hazelton region. A determined 
band of strikers from McAdoo went to 
several mine settlements before daybreak 
and Induced several hundred men not to 
gn to work. It was this marching from 
mine to mine day after day In an effort 
to stop the men from eolng to work that 
criminated in the awful massacre by 
sheriffs' deputies three years ago. 


1 Calvin Pardee, one of the most Influen- 
tial mine owners in the Hazelton region, 
gave out an interview today full of defi- 
ance, in which he declared that the oper- 
i ators will never yield to the demands of 
the strikers and that, it is a fight to the 
finish. 
What Is likely to become a serious fea- 
ture of the situation Is the stoppage of 
coal traffic and the consequent laying off 
of coal train crews. Carrying of coal Is 
alirost at a standstill In the Wyoming 
and Lackawanna regions and many hun- 
dreds of railroaders are idle. These men 
an- likely to take action designed to 
force the strike to a quick conclusion 
E\en the Reading Company, which haa 
more coal for sale than any other corn- 
pan v. Is feeling the strike effects and is 
shipping less coal today.

The financial program of~the Inde- 


pendent party would, if carried out, 
probably increase taxes in these Isl- 
ands five-fold. One of the planks of 
the platform commits the party to the 
setting aside of an appropriation to 
pay the Chinatown fire claims.

Prices of new crop sugars have not 
been affected by luese changes, but sellers are less willing to offer, doubtless In 
consequence of reports from certain districts of Insufficiency of rainfall. It 
Is 


thought that the quantity of Javas remaining for later shipment In this season Is 
likely to be smaller than in previous years, which, with the still prevalent rains 
there, have disappointed purchasers of J iy and August cargoes, and have likewise 
reduced the yield. In the estimation of Messrs. Czarnlkow, Macdougall & Co. as 
regards supplies for the coming year, it would seem that although the new beet 
crop may give us 500,000 tons more than 1 .st year, and the cane crops, especially 
those of Cuba and Louisiana, promise to be larger, this will to some extent be 
offset by the fact that we will begin th new season with 400,000 tons less than 
last year, and an Increase In the world's consumption.

Colonel Jones, chairman at the Fourth 
District committee called for ordenana 
W H. Hoogs was made secretary. There 
was a short session. The names of the 


The above ticket was nominated last 


nlgnt by the Republicans of Hawaii In 
convention at^he Drill Shed. The Sen- 
ators are to represent the Third Sena- 
torial District which Includes the entire 
Island of Oahu and were chosen by the 
entire Oahu delegation. The Represen- 
tatives are from the Fourth and Fifth 
Representative Districts which com- 
poee all of Oahu and were selected from 
each District by separate conventions. 


The Joint convention had a little 


squabbling at the commencement of Its 
meeting. Members of the Fifth Dis- 
trict declared they were ready to pro- 
ceed at once to the business of nomin- 
ating Senators. The Fourth District 
on the other hand wanted a caucus of 
the two committees to prepare their 
candidates. The Fifth objected to the 
Fourth golngrtnto caucus, stating that 
It had taken time by the forelock and 
made up Its mind aa to whom it wished 
to put before the Joint eeslon. The 
Fourth District finally prevailed and 
both went Into caucus In separate 
rooms. 
Evidently the Fifth was not as well 


'prepared as announced In the open ses- 
sion.- for over the partitions and 
through the many cracks In the walls 
of the Drill Shed came the sound of 
speechmaklng and argument. 


AS TO APPORTIONMENT. 


After the Senatorial candidates were 


announced, A. V. Gear called the at- 
tention of the convention to the fact 
that the Organic Act especially provid- 
ed for the apportionment of the four 
and two year terms of the senators. 
The convention desired to make this 
apportionment for the candidates as 
they then stood. A copy of the Act 
was procured, but as the 
motion to 


make the apportionments had already 
been passed, no change was made. 


After making the report of the com- 


mittee to the convention as a whole as 
to who had been selected for the long 
^nd short terms—which was done by 
the flipping of a dollar In two instances 
—a motion to lay the report on the ta- 
ble prevailed. The Organic Act section 
to which attention had 
been called, 


reads as follows: 
Section 30. That the Senate shall be 


composed of fifteen members* who shall 
hold office for four years: Provided. 
however, that of the Senators elected 
at the first general election,, two from 
the First District, one from the Second, 
three from the Third, and one from the 
Fourth Districts (Senatorial Districts) 
shall hold office for two years only, the 
details of such" apportionment to be 
provided for by the Legislature. 


THE MEETING OPENS. 


Curtis laukea called the meeting to 


order and spoke as follows: 


"The duty has been devolved upon 


me to open this convention. In declar- 
ing It opened It Is hoped that In all its 
deliberations, good feeling and har- 
mony will prevail." He was applauded.

The nominations 
were closed and Mr. Boyd was unan- 
imously elected. He expressed his ap-
